1. Claims 1-13, 15-20 is allowed. Claim 14 has been cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance; . 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest an electronic memorandum system for 
display and storage of information having a data entry device for receiving manual entry 
of information from a user; at least one data display member operationally coupled 
to data entry device, data display member being coupable to a video display 
monitor, data display member providing a visual record of the information 
entered by the user, wherein an overall length of the at least one data display 
member is adjustable by adding or removing one or more of a plurality of 
intermediate portions as claimed in claim 1 . 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest an electronic memorandum system for 
display and storage of information having; a data entry device for receiving manual 
entry of information from a user, a pair of data display members each one of the pair 
of data display members being operationally coupled to data entry device, each 
one of data display members being coupable to an associated side of a video 
display monitor, the data display members providing a visual record of the 
information entered by the user wherein each one of the pair of data display 
members further having a second end portion alignable adjacent to a second 
corner of the video display monitor and a plurality of intermediate portions each 
one of the plurality of intermediate portions being serially couplable between the 
first end portion and the second end portion wherein an overall length of the daya 
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display member is adjustable by adding or removing one or more of the plurality 
if intermediate portions as claimed in claim 6. 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest an electronic memorandum system for 
display and storage of information having a data entry device for receiving manual entry 
of information from a user and a pair of data display members each one of the pair of 
data display members being operationally coupled to the data entry device, each one 
of data display members being coupable to an associated side of a video display 
monitor, the data display members providing a visual record of the information 
entered by the user, wherein each on of the pair of data display members further 
having a selection means for adjusting an orientation of text being displayed for a 
vertical orientation when the data display member is coupled to a vertical side of 
the video display monitor or a horizontal orientation when the data display 
member is coupled to a horizontal side of the video display monitor as claimed in 
claim 11.
